Group Management To Stay 
(Industrial News) 

‘‘Group management”’ sf public utilities 
will develop further and grvive present at- 
tacks being made upon it, Arthur W. Thomp- 
son, President of the United Gas Improvement 
Company, predicts. 

The system by which light and power com- 
panies, and in many instances, electrie rail- 
ways, are being combined throughout the 
country for.amnified operation and financial di- 
rection by holding corporations or engineer- 
ing concerns, is defended by Mr, Thompson. 

Mr. Thompson, in commenting: on recent 
assertions by Professor William Z. Ripley, who 
holds the chair of economies at Harvard Uni- 
versity, that grouping of utilities tended to put 
the public at the merey of monopolies, said: 

“‘Statements such as those by Professor 
Ripley tend to cause a feeling of distrust in 
the securities of the utility companies, where- 
as the grouping of such properties makes the 
securities a safer investment. Under this man- 
agement, the bonds become a lien against many 
properties, and an antagonistic attitude by 
municipal authorities under which properties 
in other places are conducted. 

‘‘The railroads of the country were sub- 
jected to the same forms of attack 20 to 25 
years ago that light and power companies are 
subject to now. The railroads weathered the 
storm, including even the terrible fiasco of 
government operation during the World War, 
and are now meeting their bond interest and 
paying dividends on their stock. 

‘‘What a terrible waste occurred through 
the government operating the railroads! I 
have seen the cost placed as high as $1,000,000,- 
000. Now the federal authorities favor the 
grouping of railroads, and ‘the time will come 
when Eastern roads will be grouped with 
Western roads, so it will be possible to take a 
train from Philadelphia to San Franciseo with- 
out having to change ears at Chicago or St. 
Louis. 

‘Utilities’ will overcome the same obstacles 
the railroads did. We do not have to recover 
from the effects of any government operation, 
and the grouping plan is showing such splen- 
did results that some of the things that hap- 
pen to the roads will not happen to light, and 
power.”’

Season with to- 
mato catsup, and more salt and 
pepper if required. 

Codfish Balls 

1 pint of raw salt fish picked 
very fine, two heaping 
pared and sliced potatoes, 
the potatoes in the saucepan, the 
fish on top, and cover with  boil- 
ing water; boil half an hour, drain 
off the water and mash fish and 
potatoes together until fine and 
light, add butter size of an egg, 
pepper and two well beaten eggs.

with the tools of their trade, on an- 
other lot of fellows; and there is 
nothing to make a fuss about. Bat- 
tles are not salubrious places, and 
every file knows that a great many 
more are going in than will come 
out again—but that is along with 
the job. And they have no il- 
fusions about the job. 

There is nothing particularly glo- 
rious about sweaty fellows, laden 
with killing tools, going to fight. 
And yet—such a column represents 
a great deal more than 28,000 In- 
dividuals mustered into a division. 
All that is behind those men Is in 
that column, teo; the old battles, 
long forgotten, that secured our 
nation—Brandywine and Trenton 
and Yorktown, San Jacinto and 
Chapultepec, Gettysburg, Chicka- 
mauga, Antietam, Hl Caney; scores 
of skirmishes nearly every year— 
in which a man can be killed as 
dead as ever a chap was in the Ar 
gonne; traditions of things endured 
and things accomplished, such as 
regiments hand down forever; and 
the faith of men and the love of 
women; and that abstract thing 
called patriotism, which I never 
heard combat soldiers mention— 
all this passes into the forward 
gone, to the point of contact, where 
war is girt with horror, And com- 
mon men endure these horrors and 
overcome them, along with the tn- 
sistent yearnings of the belly and 
the reasonable promptings of fear; 
and in this, I think, Is glory. 

They tell the tale of an American 
lady of notable good works, much 
esteemed by the French, who, at 
the end of June, 1918, visited one 
of the field hospitals behind De- 
goutte’s Sixth French army.

down a long, crowded ward, saw

' “Oh,” she said, “surely you are 
American!” .

farmers from the corn belt and 
youngsters who had sprung, as it 
were, to arms from the necktie 
counter, And there were also a 
number of diverse people who ran 
curiously to type, with drilled 
shoulders and a bone-deep sunburn, 
and a tolerant scorn for nearly 
everything on earth. Their speech 
was flavored with navy words, and 
words culled from all the folk who 
live on the seas and the ports where 
eur warships go. In easy hours 
their talk ran from the Tartar wall 
beyond Peking to the southern is- 
jands down under Manila; from 
Portsmouth Navy yard — New 
Hampshire and very cold—to ob- 
scure bushwhackings in the West 
Indies, where Cacao chiefs, whim- 
sically sanguinary, barefoot gen- 
erals with names like Charlemagne 
and Christophe, waged war accord- 
ing to the precepts of the French 
revolution and the Cult of the 
Snake, They drank the eau de 
vie of Haute-Marne and reminisced 
on saki, and vino, and Bacardi 
rum—strange drinks in strange 
cantinas at the far ends of the 
earth; and they spoke fondly of 
Milwaukee beer. Rifles were high 
and holy things to them; they also 
talked patronizingly of the war and 
were concerned about rations. They 
were the Leathernecks, the Old- 
‘Timers, collected from ship’s guards 
and shore stations all over the 
earth to form the Fourth brigade 
of marines, the two rifle regiments, 
detached from the navy by order 
of the President for service with 
the American Expeditionary Forces. 
They were the old breed of Ameri- 
can regular, regarding the service 
as home and war as an occupation; 
and they transmitted their temper 
and character and viewpoint to the 
high-hearted volunteer mass which 
filled the ranks of the Marine bri- 
gade. 

It is a pleasure to record that 
they found good company in the 
army. The Second division (United 
States Regular was the official dex 
ignation) was composed of the 
Ninth and Twenty-third infantry, 
two old regiments with names from 
all of our wars on their battle 
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flags, the Second regiment of en- 
gineers—and engineers are always 
good—and the Twelfth, Fifteenth 
and Seventeenth field artillery. It 
was a division distinguished by the 
high quality of dash and animated 
by an especial pride of service. It 
carried to a high degree esprit de 
corps, which some Frenchman has 
defined as esteeming your own 
corps and looking down on all the 
other corps. And although it paid 
heavily in casualties for the things 

it did—in five months about 100 

per. cent—the Second division never 
lost its professional character, 

In 1917, when trained soldiers in 
the United States were at a premi- 
um, the navy offered a brigade of 
marines for service in France; it 
was regarded desirable for marine 
officers to have experience in large 
operations with the army; for it is 
certain that close co-operation be- 
tween the army and the navy is a 
necessary thing in these days of 
far-flung battle lines. The British 
distress at Gallipoli is a crying wit- 
ness to this principle. In a navy 
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transport, therefore, United States | 
Ship Henderson, the Fifth regiment | 


of marines embarked for France in 
June, 1917, with the first armed 
American forces. The Sixth ma- 
rines followed, The two regiments 
constituted the Fourth brigade, and 
served in the Second division, 
United States Regular, until the di- 
vision came home, in August, 1919. 
About 30,000 marines were sent to 
France; some 14,000 of these went 
as replacements to maintain the 
two regiments of the Fourth bri- 
gade. A brigade musters some 
7,500 officers and men; this brigade 
took part in some very interesting 
events. 

Hereafter I have written of the 
marines in the war with Germany; 
how they went up, and what they 
did there, and how some of them 
¢ame out again. Being a marine, I 
have tried to set forth simple tales 
without comment. It is unnecessary 
to write what I think of my own 
people, nor would it be, perhaps, 
in the best taste. 

And I have written of marines in 
ae war because they are the sone

fiseal year beginning -June 30, 

Residents failing to furnish 
the information requested will 
have to accept arbitrary valu- 
ations, while those concealing 
property will run up against 
stiff penalties. 

Assessor Allen will start his 
deputies from the courthouse 
early Monday morning to cov- 
er the largest county in the 


tworld. 


Filing Dates Named 
Returns listing personal prop- 
erty must be filed, according to 
law, between the first Monday 


in March and the first Mon- 
day in July. Ownership of real 
estate and other fixed assets 
must be declared and taxes 


paid by the third Monday in 
October. Mr. Allen and his 
deputies, however, are con- 
cerned with personal property 
at this time and will devote 
about two months to the for- 
midable task of listing personal 
possessions in the county. 

Of each resident the depu- 
‘ties will inquire as to the own- 
ership of such property as fur- 
niture, automobiles, 
dise, machinery, stocks and 
other belongings. All goods
